The latest action was taken the Depart- 
ment following extensive water sampling survey 
which showed the bacterial content water both 
ends the existing quarantined area had been suffi- 
ciently reduced and the health hazard these areas 
eliminated.

Last year, similar area was removed from quaran- 
tine, but the order was rescinded when chlorine 
shortage forced reduction the sewage chlorination 
activities the Hyperion outfall.

The National Health Assembly, spite the 
skepticism which surrounded its convening, achieved 
its main purpose expanding ‘‘areas 
health matters. 

Representatives the medical and related pro- 
fessions sat down with representatives numerous lay 
groups define problems, exchange opinions and 
formulate fourteen major aspects 
health advancement: Personnel, hospital facilities, 
local health units, disease, maternal and child 
health, rural health, research, medical care, community 
planning, rehabilitation, dental health, mental health, 
nutrition and environmental sanitation—each these 
was covered separate section composed individ- 
uals with experience the field. 

Groups which for years have been vociferously 
attacking one another found during four days delib- 
eration that unanimity could reached several 
important health questions.
